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be. Economic Reporting Guidance Program 


(1) The Office of Research and Reports, CIA, on behalf 
of the EIC, continued its program of economic guidance to 
Foreign Service Officers assigned to Bloc posts. However, 
certain developments during the reporting period changed the 
form and method of preparing guidance for these posts. During 
this period, the Current Economic Reporting Program (CERP) of 
the Department of State, which formally covered only non-Bloc 
countries, was broadened, after consultation with ORR, to ine 
clude Bloc countries. As a result of this step, CERP Country 
Handbooks conteining economic reporting requirements were 
prepared for all Bloc posts and disseminated for action by 
those posts. This broadening of CERP thus effectively super- 
seded the Economic Reporting Guidance Progran. 


(3) Working within the new CERP arrangement, the Office 
of Research and Reporte will continue as in the past to provide: 


(a) briefing and debriefing of Foreign 
Service Officers departing for Bloc 
assignments or recently returning 
from such assignments; 


(b) Bloc and peripheral posts copies of 
economic intelligence reports and 


guidance statements reflecting economic 
intelligence needs; and, 
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{e) requirements on economic developments 
in Bloe countries taflored specifically 
for economic reporting officers for 
reporting through personal observa- 
tions, contacts and conversations or 
for on-the-spot analysis of Bignificant 
events. 


2. In ite annual report of last year, the Subcommittee on Requirements 
stated that it planned in the new fiscal year to consider the possibility of 
recommending the dissolution of the Committee. For various reasons, con- 
sideration of this question bes been postponed until the present. 


3. Over the several years of ita existence, the Subcommittee on Require- 
ments has made substantial contributions to the general field of collection 
guidance and hes had an important impact on specific programs concerned with 
the coordination and ¢ on of economic intelligence information. The

ability and usability of foreign language materials are major examples of 
activities with which the Subcommittee has been concerned. 


4, In recent years, the Subcommittee has been relatively inactive. 
This is due mainly to the fact that operational coordinating mechanisms ’ 
many of which were instituted by ox concurred in by the Subcommittee » have 
been developed and improved in the Washington intelligence commnity. In 
addition, frequent bilateral contact of Washington intelligence components 
has served as an effective mechanism for solving minor problems. ‘Thus » many 
of the programs designed to remedy past problems are now operating efficiently 
but independent of the Subcommittee on te the EIC. One 
collection guidance program, remains as @ specific 
responsibility of the Subcommittee on Requirements. 25X1X4 


5. In spite of its relative inactivity during these years, the Sub- 
committee has continued in existence » Specifically for the purpose of having 
available & ready forum, if needed, for discussion and coordination of inter- 
agency economic intelligence collection interests and problems. There has 
been very limited demand for use of this forun. 


6. In view of the above, the Subcomnittee on Requirements of the 
Economic Intelligence Committee recommends: 


@. that the Subcommittee on Requirements be abolished; and, 


b. that the present Standing Group on the 25X1X4

to the Economic gence Committee for its activities. 
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
